A little while before 


Sfhl^y became a commodore he gave a 
Tiibune reporter a talk, which will tlnow 
light on the matter. 


'•At the time when I was a puling, 


mewling baby, without a name, or much 
moie hair on n>y head than I have now," 
said the gallant ollicer, playfully brush- 
ing back the locks which so skillfully 
concealed his bald pate, ''my parents 
weie, I suppose, at their wits' end to 
cudgel up some name appropriate for the 
marvel of human excellence they un- 
doubtedly thought me to be 
The mat 


ter did not bother me so much as it does 
now, for I wisely refrainej from giving 
,m opinion on the subject, or at least any 
that the newspapers would care to pub- 
lish 
At that time, which maiks an era 


in one lite anyway, General Scott was in 
the 78i)ith of his glory and rotundity. 
A veiy g;eat man was Scott at that time 
—physically aud popularly. ITe was a 
great friend of my parents, and frequen't 
ly called at our house. 


"As I said, my paients were cudgeling 


their brains to Gnd some name good 
enough to Lack on such a morsel of hu- 
manity as myself, and while in the midst 
of their counsels oue day, the huge shad- 
ow of Scott darkened the doorway and 
cast its lobust shade on me. That set- 
tled it. The cucumstance was regarded 
as an auspicious omen, apd forthwith II 
was decided that I was to pass through 
life as Witifield Scott Schley. 


'•Now, tor pily's sake, don't give my 


last name with a German accent. It's 
ptonounced Sly, plain, commonplace, 
every-day Sly. That's the way it has'.the village was filled with mangled forme

it attained wide popularity. 
It was 


wiitten by II. S. Pelt/,, of whose iden- 
tity we are not now informed. 
It 


is in part fiction and in part fact. 
The Dr. Kneeland mentioned is Dr. J. 
W. C O'Neal, and "Sam" is Tom Mc- 
CallouKb, who was for many years m 
the Doctor's employ. 
The Second 


Coips hospital was at Schwartz's, to 
the right of the Baltimore Pike, and 
not at Wertz's, to the left. 


Dr. O'Neal's records, made during 


and after the battle, placed Lieut. 
Donald Gordon, 8th Georgia, second 
corps ground, Schwartz's, back of the 
barn. At another place in the records 
is this statement: 
"George Briggs 


back of the barn of Mrs Schwartz " 
Again, "Lieut. D Gordon along side of 
Geoige Briggs." 
With this confirma- 


tory information the reader is prepared 
for the story •] 


In the sunny corner of my study llanos 


a quaint, old-fashioned cabinet. While 
rummaging aimlessly through its cedai 
recesses not long ago I came upon a lot 
of relics from the Battlefield of Gettys- 
burg. There was a handful of bullets 
battered into curious shapes, a grapeshot 
and the rusted fragment of a shell cut 
from the stump of a tree on the crest of 
Culp's Hill. Taking up a musty piece of 
leather shaped like li crescent I poked 
my linger through a ragged hole in its 
centre. It was the Tisor cut from the 
cap of a Pennsylvania volunteer, and the 
ragged hole was torn by the rifle ball 
that pierced his brain. And down in the 
corner of a lower drawer my eyes fell 
upon a sealed envelope. I brushed awaj 
the dust and read upon its time-stained 
surface the inscription : 


DONALD GORDON, 


T WENT Y EIGHTH GuORG f A, 


(J. S. A , July 13, 1863—July 13, 1871. 


I broke the seal—reverently, not care- 


lessly—and there fell into my hands two 
brass buttons. They were tarnished and 
spotted with verdigris, for they had Deen 
eight years under ground before they 
reached my cabinet. But still bright on 
the blackened background shone the 
raised shield and the letters C S. A.— 
the initials of an empty name, the her- 
aldry of a lost cause. No commonplace 
relics, these. The buttons had a story. 


In the Spring of 1SG3 I was the young 


pastor of a new but rapidly growing mis- 
sion in New STork city. Scarcely a day 
that brought the dread budget of battle 
news but brought bereavement to some 
one who had the right to look to me for 
comfort and protection. Yet I longed 
with the longing of youth for work that 
was nearer the front. At last the op 
portumty came. Ou the night of tbe 
30th of June, 1803, my cburch voted me 
a month's vacation. Twenty-four hours 
later I had determined how and where 1 
would spend it, for the telegraph had 
thrilled tbe pulse of the North with the 
ominous news of the first day's light at 
Gettysburg. 


The first relief (rain that left the Citj 


of Brotherly Love for the fisld where 
brothers had met in deadly hate bore a 
hundred Good Samaritans all bent npon 
the same errand and each, like myself 
wearing upon his breast the silver scroll 
badge of the United States Christian 
Commission. 


On the sultriest of July's sultry days 1 


entered the little town of Gettysburg 
and tound the borough transformed into 
one great hospital. Every building of 
considerable proportions — courthouse, 
church and store—was an improvised 
hospital ward crowded to suffocatiOL 
with men in every stage of mortal agony 
Even the public square in the centre nl 


Adams countv—and, indeed, everywhere 
—the main entrance approached by an 
inclined diiveway, the tlusshing floor in 
the middle flanked on either side by tbe 
hay lofts, and beneath the threshing- 
floor the cattle-pens opening upon th 
barnyard in tbe rear. The smaller 
tbe barn doors had been unhinged t 
serve as surgeons' tables, and there 01 
the tureahinjf-noor and hay lofts o 
peaceful husbandry war had garnered it 
awful harvest of death and agony. Sucl 
a harvest no Pennsylvania barn eve 
stored before or since. Every availabl 
inch ol space nas occupied. The men 
lay close to each other, side by side in 
long rows, as compactly as when a few 
days before, in full vigor of manhood 
they marched shoulder to shoulder acros 
the Emmitsburg Boad, undaunted by 
the grapeand canister from eighty Union 
guns, as compactly as we laid theii 
mangled bodies a few days later, should 
er to shoulder in the long trenches of tin 
stubblefield. The cattle-pens, too, stil 
reeking with the litter of the barnyard 
were as densely packed with victims as 
the threshing-floor above, and I noticed 
with horror,' as I assisted at the dressing 
of a bleeding wound, that the blood ol 
the patient filtered through the cracks 
and knot-holes of the floor and dripped 
upon the auffeiers below. 


As night came on daikuess threw a 


kindly mantle over such lepulsive sights, 
but the horror of the situation was hard- 
ly less acute. The only illumination of 
the place came riom the sickly yellow 
glow of an aitny lantern. A square box 
like contitvanee hung from a joist, with 
an oil lamp in the middle and tour crack- 
ed panes of glass, so soiled that the dull 
yellow rays barely stiuggled through 
them. The men—restless, suffering and 
unable to sleep—toased and moaned und 
raved in wild delirium. The weather- 
beaten barn resounded with a horrid 
chorus of curses, impiecations 
and 


groans that sounded doubly awful at 
dead of night, and the old army lantern's 
glimmering light wrought weird, fantas- 
tic shadows among the cobwebbed raft- 
ers of the roof. 
II. 


. It was in Una chamber of horrors and 
on the (list night o£ my apprenticeship 
as a Good btim(iiitan that 1 met Donald 
Gordon, of the 2SUi Geoigia. I saw the 
gleam of a lantern oulnide the barn, and 
a rough but kindly voice said: "Take 
him in heie, boys." Then the lantern 
flashed momentarily ou the gnra relics 
of the surgeon's table near the doorway, 
there was a shuttling of feet upon the 
threshold aud two men entered and de- 
posited a stretcher upon the floor. Be- 
hind them came a third, who his left 
arm in a sling rudely improvised from a 
cai tridge belt and a handkerchief. The 
two who were able-bodied cleared a spot 
by removing the body of a poor fellow 


force of military habit the subaltern had 
addressed his friend as "Lieutenant." 


"Drop Ihe Lieutenant, Tom," said 


Gordon, with a faint smile; "we're both 
oft duty now. Call me Don, as you used 
to when we were in school together." 
Then his eyes closed and he was 'silent 
for a time. When the big brown eyes 
opened again and lo-iked vacantly toward 
the grimy rafters oi the barn it was clear 
that the soldier's mind was clouded 
slightly by the rafting fever that had 
racked his body for forty-eight hours. 


"Don, old fellow, do you want any- 


tbine ?" whispered (Spaulding. 


"Yes," he faltere'l. "Tom, I—I want 


to be dressed," and then, with a struggle 
to make his meaning clear, he went on 
faintly: "Tom, you know I've lived like 
a gentleman. I know it's hard to do 
much here, but I think I'd feel better if 
you could wash my face and cool my 
hands." Then, after a pause, he went 
on : "And, Tom, can't you dress me in a 
clean shirt?" I—I don't feel clean. 
You known, old fellow, I've lived like a 
gentleman, aud—well, I want to—to die 
like a gentleman." 


Tenderly as men could, we sponged 


the fevered body with tepid water and 
dressed the dying soldier in some neat 
linen taken Irom the hospital stores. 
Ills face expressed the gratitude he was 
too weak to speak, but as he sank back 
upon the blanket that served as a rude 
pillow he noticed the two little cameo 
studs that still remained screwed into 
the soiled shirt front. 


"Put in the studs, too," he said. 


"Mother gave me those 
Let me keep 


them until—until I go home again." We 
did ai he bade us, and then, apparently 
satisfied, he sank into a quiet sleep. 
Toward 
evening 
be 
roused again. 


Spaulding was still beside him. but my 
duties for the time had called me ehe- 
where. JIis sleep had apparently given 
be dying man a momentary lease of new 
strength, and for half an hour he talked 
with his comrade in whispers as the two 
ay side by side. It was then that he 
entrusted to Tom Spaulding his last 
messages. 


What passed between the men at that 


.ime I do not know, and if I did the 
acred confidences of that last half hour 


Deep in the yielding pine he had cut this 
simple epitaph: "Lieutenant I>on Gor- 
don, 2Sth Georgia, C. S. A." Ha point- 
ed significantly toward the stubble field 
as he explained bticllv: "Shingles with 
a name written on them huiiiedly won't 
stand the weather long. This will do 
better, I think " So the next day we 
drove the board deep into the ground at 
the head of the spot where Donald Goi- 
don Uy and left it thure—an humble 
monument to mark a soldier's grave. 


Three weeks longer I toiled ou amid 


the ghastly scenes of the barn hospital, 
and when at last I kissed my wife and 
babies at home again I 'iad a little battle 
of my own to fi^ht—six weeks' tussle 
with malignant typhoid fevei. 


Years afterward* T learned that the 


tender messages entitled to the Ser- 
geant, the ring, the medallion and the 
portrait, never reached those dear ones 
in Columbus and they heard not a word 
ot how Don Gordon died. Poor, faith- 
ful Tom Spaulding's fate was even 
more terrible than his eomrac'e's. lie 
recovered from his wound, was exchang- 
ed soon after, rejoined the Army of 
Northern Virginia and was shot dead in 
the disastrous attack at Mine K in.

There they lay, poor fellows, their heads 
pillowed on the sun-baked ground, un- 
sheltered from the burning^heat of mid- 
summer, suffering, groaning, dying 
There were not surgeons enough to care 
for half of those who soiely needed their 
skill. There were not homes enough to 
shelter half of those who were dyiug for 
lack of the commonest comforts. Con- 
tusion reigned everywhere. In the gar- 
ish red brick warehouse fronting the 
square on the West, wherein the Chris- 
tian Commission had established head- 
quarters, I presented my credentials and 
was assigned to duty in a portion of the 
field hospital of tbe Second Corps. 


A drive of half an hour down the old 


Baltimore Pike, between fields robbed 
of all their fences, trodden down by 
troops and strewn with the debris of an 
army, a turn to tbe right and across 
Book Creek by a shallow ford brought 
me to my destination. The Werlz farm 
lay just east of the clump of wood where- 
in the Second Army Corps had establish- 
ed its surgical and medical headquarters 


a position naturally selected by reason 


of tbe bountiful supply of water afforded 
by Rock Creek and tbe comparative 
proximity of tbe wooded patch to tbe 
lines where tbe Second Corps had done 
its fighting on July 3 
The old farm- 


house was only one of a half a dozen oc- 
cupied by the men of Hancock's corps, 
but it was a type of them all. Its every 
room was a chamber of death and the 
boards of the shambling porch that gird 
led it were stained with the blood of tbe 
men for whom there was no roonrinside 
The shade of a vine-clad trellis gave 
these poor fellows partial shelter from 
tbe scorching heat. West of tbe farm 
house, and only a stone's throw from the 
vine-clad porch, with its freight of human 
misery, stood the eld barn. This was 
devoted exclusively to the wounded of 
the Confederate army, and while the 
soldiers of the Norf h were dying for lack 
of care it was not strange that these poor 
strangers were left in au even worse 
condition. Yet they bad not been wholly 
neglected, for tbe grim right of a rudely 
constructed table just outside the barn 
doois, and a pair of surgeons working 
above it with their arms bared to tbe 
elbows, told me that Science, with her 
knivea and opiates, was already doing 
her merciful work. It was to the barn 
that I was assigned, to co-operate with 
tbe surgeons as chief nurse. 


Within tbe cramped quarters of that 


barn were eighty men. all terribly wound- 
ed. It wns a barn ot a type common ia 


who had just bieathed his last. The 
corpse was taken outside to be buned in 
the morniug, and then Donald Gordon 
was lifted tenderly from the stretcher 
and placed in the spot where the dead 
man had Iain. 


In the flickenug light of the lantern I 


saw his face, handsome, though pale and 
haggard from suitering. It was the face 
ot a young man — lie was barely 2fi -and 
every feature was an index of manliness. 
graced with the highest culture mid re- 
finement. 


Lieut. Gordon was— to use m its best 


sense a phrase that has sometimes been 
abused — a Southern gentleman. 
Be- 


tween him and his faithful comrade. 
Tom Spaulding, the wounded soldier 
whose rough but kindly voice had direct- 
ed the bearers ot the stretcher where to 
lay their burden, there existed that pe- 
culiar type of affection that is not un- 
common between men of widely opposite 
attainments. Gordon was the son of a 
moderately wealthy manufacturer oi 
Columbus, Ga. lie had graduated from 
college with distinction, and when the 
war broke out, though he had just com- 
pleted his course in a theological semi- 
nary, he enlisted with the members of 
the Columbus Light Guard in the 28th 
Georgia. Spaulding, who was a sergeant 
in the same company, was a big-hearted 
fellow of noble impulses, but not a man 
of brilliant parts. It waa a schoolboy 
friendship begun in the schools of Colum- 
bus and never outgrown by either, 
though the one had tar outstripped the 
other in scholaiship and social rank. 
The Lieutenant was wounded danger- 
ously. A grape shot — one of the drops 
m the iron storm hurled from Hancock's 
guns — had struck and shattered his right 
leg just above tbe knee. The Sergeant's 
wounded arm, painful but not serious, 
did not prevent the many acts of min- 
istering kindness that proved his loyal 
devotion to his comrade. 
Euly m the 


day following that first wielched night 
in the barn hospital Donald Gordon's 
shattered limb was amputated, but he 
never rallied from the shock. lie sank 
steadily day by day and when the dawn" 
of July 12 lighted up tbe gloomy corners 
of the old barn it was plain that before 
another sunrise came the struggle would 
be over. Gordon knew the end was 
near and awaited it with patient cour- 
age. 
Tom Spaulding, kneeling beside 


him, pressed his hand and asked gently 
what he could do to cheer him. Prom 


ihould remain inviolate. I only know 
hat sundry little trinkets-among them 
i ring, the gift of his father, and a me- 
allion locket enclosing a portrait of the 
woman who hoped to be his wife—pass- 
d from the hands of the dying Lieuten- 
nt to those of the Sergeant who still 
oped to see friends and home again 
hortly before midnight I joined them 
nd remained until the end. I asked 
he young officer if there was aiigbt I 
ould do for him. 
"Nothing, pastor," he answered, (tl, 


wan a fancy of his to call me pastor.) 
Nothing; Tom has taken all the mes- 
ages I want to send. He will see to 
verythmg. 
You've been very kind, 


astor. I thank you " lie hesitated a 
moment and then added : "Yes, 
only 


one thing; do the best you can to give 
me a Christian burial " Then, turning 
from me to his comrade, be faltered : 
"And you, Tom, when you can—when 
the war is over—take me back to mother 
and Mattie " Then the weary eyelids

drooped, tbe soldier fell into a painless 
stupor and just as the sickly glow of the 
old army lantern began to pale in the 
coming dawn of anofher sultry day Doc- 
aid Gordon died. 


The sun was beating down upon the 


trench in the stubble Held with the fierce 
splendor of noon when we carried the 
body out for burial. All that was possi- 
ble had been done to give the dead 
Lieutenant the Christian burial he crav- 
ed. 
The wasted form was wrapped 


closely in a blanket and about the sol- 
dier's head and face I tied his military 
jacket, fastening the sleeves around his 
neck. 
Then the little funeral party 


started 
from 
the barn toward the 


trenches. Two of the mourners, a Con- 
federate prisoner and myself, carried the 
body, one at either end of the stretcher 
on which the wounded soldier had enter- 
ed the barn a week before. The third, 
Tom Spaulding, walked silently beside it 
with downcast head. We had not far 
to go. Following the well-beaten path 
through tha bainyard and across a rustic 
bridge that spanned a small rivulet, we 
entered the stubble field and tramped 
on, a hundred yards perhaps, to the open 
end of the second of two paiallel trench- 
es. There we did what little we could 
to make a Christian burial. From the 
sides of a pair of craekei boxes, framed 
over and around the bodyaa it lay in the 
trench, we improvised the best substi- 
tute tor a coffin that the exigencies of 
war would permit. Then from memory 
I spoke a short burial service, offered a 
brief prayer, while the faithful Spaulding 
tnelt beside me with uncovered head, 
and, with the terse solemn formula, 
'Dust to dust, ashes to ashes," commit- 
ted the body of Donald Gordon to the 
earth of the battlefield whereon be fell. 
On his right, as he lay in the shallow 
trench, slept 100 men who died for the 
same lost cause—next to him the hercu- 
ean frame of John Brigga, a Florida sol- 
dier, who gave up the struggle only 
twenty minutes after the Lieutenant 
died and wiis buried an hour before him. 
On his left, in the same serried ranks of 
the fallen, we bad laid, before I left the 
wretched barn forever, 200 more of the 
Ai my of Northern Tirginia. 


Through all tbe later hours of that 


funeral day Tom Spaulding sat, knife in 
hand, paiientlv carving letters in the lid 
of a box that I bad nailed to the thresh- 
old of the barn so that he might work 
upon it with bia one uncrippled arm.

A few odda and ends of the mustering 


ot the first volunteers called for by the 
President remain yet to be caught up, but 
to all intents and purposes the work' has 
been completed. 


Adjutant-General Corbin announced on 


Thursday that a few over 124,000 men had 
been mustered. Iowa filled her quota and 
the last of the Kentucky troops have been 
mustered and have received their orders 
to move. 


General Corbin ordered Troop A, Capt. 


TJ. S. G Perkins, aud Troop B, Capt. Jef- 
ferson Prater, of the Kentucky cavalry, to 
proceed to Chickamanga. 


How mifsionaries risk their lives and 


what horrors and sufferings attend their 
labors among African savages were graph- 
ically described by the Rev. L 0. Burtner, 
who with four others, made his escape a 
little more than a month ago from murder- 
ous savages in Sierra Leone, among whom 
he had labored for many years. Dr. Bnrt- 
ner is a son of K/.ra Burtner, of Keedsville, 
Washington county, Md. Seven of Dr. 
Burtner's white co-laborers—two men and 
five women—and many native converts 
and teachers were butchered. 


Dr. Burtner, his wife, the Key. F. S. 


Mmehell aud wife, Miss Mary B. Mullen 
aud the Rev. \V. F. Ward arrived at New 
York .Saturday on the "Ktruna" from 
Liverpool. They left Freetown, Sierra 
1-eone, on May 4, last. The butchery of 
the missionaries began on April 30, and 
was btill in progress when the little party 
left Africa. 


"We are missionaries," Dr. Burtner said 


"of the United Brethren of the Church 
of Christ, founded by Philip W. Otterbein. 
Our first mission in Africa was established 
in 1865, with headquarters at Shengeh, 
some seventy-five miles south of Freetown, 
the capital of Sierra Leone. 


"At Shengeh we heard on April 28 that 


the natives had risen at Rotafunk, which 
is seventy miles east of Freetown, and the 
headquarters of one of our branches, and 
murdered the Rev I. N. Cain and his wife, 
Dr. Mary Archer, Dr. Mary E. llatfield 
arid Miss Ella Schench. They had been 
warned to make their escape by friendly 
natives, but could not do so in time. They 
fled into the bush, only to be discovered 
and made prisoners by thousands oi 
savages. All were stripped and dragged 
naked through Kotafunk. 
They were 


made to stand in hue in front of the 
mission house and were slashed as they 
passed in long lines. Their arms and legt- 
ivere cut off and then their heads. 
The 


heads were kicked about like footballs. 


"At Tiama station, 125 miles east of 


Uotafunk, the Rev. L. A. McGrew and 
wife of our mission, were killed. 


"Tlie Rev. J. 11. Hughes and wife at 


Avery Station, forty miles from Sherboro 
Hand, are alto among thedead. At Dan- 
ville Mr. and lire. Wilberforce and their 
four childien, Professor Clements, Mrs 
Martm and Mr. and Mrs. Cole, all colored 
missionaries, were killed on April 30. Mr. 
Wilberforce was educated in America. 


"At first we paid no great attention to 


the rising of the natives, as we had so 
many alarms. But before long we realized 
the danger that threatened ue. I fortified 
our mission house, a two and a half story 
stone structure, as well as I could, but all 
the weapons we bad «ere one shotgun and 
;>no revolver, and very little ammunition. 
On the evening of Saturday, April 30, 
between the five hundred and six hundred 
native women and children came to us for 
succor. All the men had left Shengeh to 
join the revolters. We housed them as 
well as we could. 


"I got seven boats on Sunday, May 1, 


and transferred all hands to Plantain 
Island, six miles off shore. In the evening 
of Sunday the natives rushed the town and 
Dred it 
They pulled the mission church 


down after undermining the walls. That 
night I heard that the natives were coming 
after us, so all my little party of white 
people got together and started for Free- 
town. It took us two days and two nights 
in our open boat to reach there. We 
suffered greatly on the voyage. 


"The Rev J. A. Evans came with us on 


uiir boat to Fieetown. He went on to 
Ronthe, one of our stations on Sherbro 
Island and is, I believe, safe. The Rev. li 
N. Taylor, T. A. Davis and A. T. Suinuer, 
of our mission, are at Sherbro Island, 
which is 120 miles south of Freetown 


When we left Fieetown on May 4, they 


were still there, and presumably safe. The 
Rev. W. R. Ward, stationed at Kotafunk, 
returned with us. 


"We left Freetown on May 4, by the 


regular coast steamer, to Hamburg, and 
landing at Dover, came on here. Our 
mission loss is at least $200,000. I do not 
know if the Sierra Leone mission will be 
continued." 


Miss Mary B. Mullen was alone at the 


Moicalega mission station when the natives 
seized it. They brandished cutlasses over 
her head aud made ready to kill her then 
and there, but finally decided to put her 
to death the nexl day. 


Even when the natives were on the 


point of killing me," she said, "I felt tbat 
somehow or other my life would be saved. 
Early next morning a force of West Indian 
soldiers sent up tbe river by the English 
commissioner at Bonkbe to punish the 
murders of tbe native English commission 
at Bongo arrived and rescued me." 


EXPLODE!) TOO SOON TO DESTROY A 


KEDK11AI. GUNBOAT. 


Mr. R. O. Crowley, formerly electri- 


cian of the Torpedo Division, C. S. If., 
contributes to the June Century an ac- 
count of "Tbe 
Confederate Torpedo 


Service." After describing the onpraiza- 
tion of the first torpedo service, Mr. 
Crowley says: 


Having our system now perfected, we 


established a to p'do station, some five 
or six miles belon- Richmond, by sub- 
merging two iron tanks, containing one 
thousand pounds of powder each, in 
twelve feet of water, leading tbe wires 
ashore, and connecting thetn with a gal- 
vanic battery concealed in a small hut in 
a deep ravine. Fiom the battery-hoase 
the wires were led to an elevated position 
near by, where the man in charge cou!d 
keen a lookout for passing vessels.

A great explosion took place, 
throwing up a large column of water to 
a considers ole height; and the gunboat 
by her momentum, ylnngcd into tbe 
great tiough, and caught the downward 
rush ot a wave on her forward deck. 
The guards weie broken away, half a 
do/en men were thrown overboard, and 
other damage to the gunboat was caused. 
The steamer then turned about as quick- 
ly as she could, and prepared to retrace 
her route down the river, after packing 
up the men who had been washed over- 
board. Theie was a br lliant opportun- 
ity to accomplish her total destruction by 
firing the remAininz torpedo as she pass 
sd back over it. But alas l the man had 
been so astounded at the first explosion 
tbat he had lied precipitately, without 
waiting to see- what damage had been 
'lone, and the gunboat was thus enabled 
to return down the river in safety.

The number of States and star 
now is forty-five.

The statue, which is by II. K. Bush- 


Brown, the noted Xew York sculptor, 
represents the herouf the second Bull Run 
and of the opening day at Gettysburg, 
sitting astride of a noble horse, gazing out 
on the field of battle. 
lie wears the uni- 


form of a major-general. 
One hand, the 


left, holds his horse in check, while the 
other rests carelessly on his side. 
The 


general's attitude is equalled in natural- 
ness only by the expression the sculptor 
has succeeded in putting into the face. 


The figure of the horse, for which the 


model is said to have been a splendid stal- 
lion, owned by Bush-Brown, is full of ac- 
tion. The animal is shown standing upon 
two feet, the figure being the largest one 
ever cast in that position in bronne. 
His 


head and neck are outstretched in the di- 
rection in which the rider is ga/ing, while 
the nostrils are distended as if with im- 
patience to be off.

Canning- Factory Starts. 
i, 


The Gettysburg Canning 
Company 


started putting up peas last Friday. Win. 
B. Mcllhenny, Esq., in acting at Superin- 
tendent, assisted by M. H. Tapg, of Lit- 
tlestown. Twenty hands are now em- 
ployed at the factory. 
At present the 


company pays 55 cents a bushel for peas. 


Tho process of canning the peas is an 


interesting one. The shelling and, indeed, 
most of the operations are done by machin- 
ery. 
After being shelled the peas are put 


into a machine which sorts them into four 
grades. 
They are then scalded in hot 


water, rinsed in cold and put in the cans. 
Each can is weighed to ace that the proper 
quantity is put into each one. The syrnp 
is then put in the cans ; they are sealed 
and tested to see that they are air tight 
and afterwards put in large quantities in- 
an immense kettle filled with boiling wa- 
ter, where they are cooked. 
After the 


cans are cooled they are labeled aud boxed 
and are ready for the market.

Eccl. 12-13,, ''Hear the conclusion of the 
whole matter: fear God and keep His 
commandments, for this is the whole duty 
of man." 
The book of Ecclesiastes, he 


said, was long regarded as a difficult one. 
It is necessary to consider the book in i*s 
entire scope and purpose ; otherwise it, 
may be made to teach an epicurean indul- 
gence or depressing pessimism. Its object 
is to determine the minmuui bonum of life. 
"What is tbat good," the King of Israel 
asks, "which men should do under the 
heavens all the days of their life ?" 


There are two principal methods of ar- 


riving at truth—the speculative and the 
experimental. Solomon adopted the latter 
in his search lor the highest good, and en- 
tered upon a series of interesting experi- 
ments. 
As King of Israel, whose word 


was law, he learned that the exercise of 
power does not bring satisfaction to the 
soul. 
He first tried the pursuit ol knowl- 


edge as the supreme aim of life. In nat- 
ural gifts and attainments he surpassed all 
the men of hia time. But the result was 
disappointing and dissatisfying. "He that 
increaseth knowledge as the highest end of 
life, increaseth sorrow." 


The next experiment wan not unnatural. 
Finding the 
factory, the 


age of our social order. The men who are 
luting society toward the divine ideal are 
the Christian men in every community. 
I have no word of condemnation for the 
ethical culturist, I wish him God speed, 
but I can ignore the fact tbat auch men as 
Father Da mien and Judson come from the 
church which is the center of all effective 
spiritual regenerations.

himself to great enterprises and the accu- 
mulation of wealth. 
He built palaces, 


planted vineyards and orchards, heaped up 
treasures of silver and gold, and surround- 
ed himself with a great retinue of servants. 
Listen to the words in which he announc- 
ed the result: "Then T looked upon all 
the work tuat my hands had wrought, and 
upon all the labor that I had labored to 
do ; and behold, all was vanity and vexa- 
tion of spirit, and there was no profit un- 
der the sun." 


The immediate effect of these successive 


efforts and failures is very instructive. 
Solomon fell into a cynical and pessimistic 
mood. He felt that effnrt was vain ; that 
life was not worth living. 
We see precise- 


ly the same thing to-day. 
Men live with 


low aims and in low pursuits; and when 
they fail in finding satisfaction of soul, 
they complain of life. 
Vice is at the bot- 


tom of most pessimism. 


But the experiments of the King of Is- 


rael were not to be utterly futile. 
He re- 


gained his mental balancs ; and at last the 
truth—let us hope through blessed exper- 
ience—came to him ; "FearUod, and keep 
His commandments ; for this is the whole 
duty of man." 
It is with thiq supreme 


purpose that our young men and women 


is to answer the question. 
Every true 


man wishes to take part in bringing in 
such a reign of manhood. What part do 
you claim? Such men the world needs to- 
day." _ ___

Rev. 
Kdwin Ileyl Delk, of Hagerstown, 


Md., delivered an eloquent address before 
the Y. M. C. A., of the College, in Christ 
church in the evening. His subject was 
"Have we a religion for men?" 
Mr. 


Delk said, "This question was asked, some- 
time ago, in one of our leading literary 
journals. It was no doubt provoked bv 
the symptomatic fact that three-fourths o'f 
our Sunday congregations and eight- 
ninths of the attendants upon the mid- 
week prayer meetings are women. It is 
the old phenomenon noticed bv Dean 
Swift and which used to provoke" him to 
the following reading of the 107 Psalm— 
'Oh that mm would praise the Lord for 
His goodness and His wonderful works to 
the children of men.' The satirical Dean's 
suggestive reading has been echoed in the 
modern couplet 


'.Sball women bear Lbf <-ro^s alone 
And all Hie men go fa-i1,' 


"Thecynic has his ready reply and we 


have heard a cleric's creed declared in the 
dictum 'women naturally gravitate to the 
prayer meeting and men to the peni- 
tentiary.' I ask, however, in good faith 
the question—Is the genius of Christianity 
foreign to the masculine make up? Tak- 
ing for granted the almost universally ac- 
cepted belief, that all men have more or 
less of a religious nature to be satisfied and 
cultured we might, make convincing re- 
plies from several points of view. We 
might make answer from the view point 
of comparative religion showing the su- 
perior rationality and spirituality of Chris- 
tianity to the ethnic faiths of paganism 
and modern Oriental cults. We might base 
our reply upon Christianity's own dog- 
matic claims to be the absolute religion 
by reason of the Incarnation and the com- 
pleteness ol its revelation. But I have 
elected to base my reply to the question 
upon the evidence of that quality of man- 
hood, that social redemption, and that 
social ideal proposed and created bv Chris- 
tianity. We miss the fact of CbrisVs real 
hold upon society in measuring the breath 
of His influence by a numerical count of 
men as they sit in our churches. There 
are thousands who reverence Jesus of 
Nazareth who are not found as members 
of the Church.

"I wish to place as our first answer to 


our query the perfect manliness of Jesns 
Christ, the founder of onr religion.

Tlic Farmer ami Horse Breeding. 


It may seem to many that during the 


last two or more years, says the Farm- 
er's Advocate, we have said enough along 
the hues of advice to farmers to breed 
more, but only good horses. It does 
seem, however, at this time, that we are 
not yet quite awakened to the real situa- 
tion. A glance at almost any district 
phows that good horses are not plentiful, 
and the alarming feature is that good 
sonnd draft brood mares are indeed 
ncarce. Were one to go through any dis- 
trict of the country, comparatively few 
good, sound, valuable horses between. 
four and seven years old would be found; 
the fact is, many farmers are doing their 
work with old, unsound horses, and in a 
few cases with some three and four-year- 
olds. True, some of the older mares are 
raising foals, but 
comparatively few 


farmers are in a position to raise enough 
for their own use, to say nothing of pre- 
paring to meet the improving market 
demand. The reasons for this are easy 
to understand; horses could be bought 
cheaper than they could be raised, and 
among those that would bring a fail- 
price were the breeding mares. The re- 
sult is just a repetition of history—the 
depression caused largely by an ill-direct- 
ed over-prounction of interior horses 
brought its own cure. Inferior, no-pur- 
pose stuff is no longer raised, the $.3 ser- 
vice fee mongrel-bred stallion has been 
castrated, and we, in a sense, have to 
commence again with too few of the 
really good foundation stock. It might 
be a good thing for the future of our 
horse-breeding should the government 
atbp in and by legislation enact some 
safeguard by inspection thin would avoid 
the great loss entailed by such indiscrim- 
inate breeding as was followed some 
eight to fifteen years ago. In place of 
this, however, we have the expeiience o£ 
the past, which should guide us in usiug 
only the bpst pnre-hred sires obtainable 
on all the good mares of the same or sim- 
ilar breeding at our command. For two 
leasons, all the good mares lett in the 
country should be bred this season : One, 
for self-preservation, as farmers need 
these young horses as soon as grown to 
do their farm work, and exporters will 
need them to keep up the foreign demand, 
which should not be lost sight of, but 
should be cultivated and provided for. 
There is no danger of a glut of good 
horses in four, five, or ten years. Many 
of the mares are old, and as some have 
not bred for four or Bve years, a large 
proportion will never breed again. 
The 


aim should be to breed large, good horses, 
and when the foal lias arrived, feed and 
care for him well, and thus grow him to 
his full capacity, instead ot a dwarfed 
chunk of t,am to t.'lOO pounds, when he 
might have been made to reach 1,800 in 
salable form. 


Care of Harness. 


Upon the construction, adjustment 


and caie ot the harness depends, in a 
great measure, the ease ami comfort with 
which the horse is enabled to perform 
his work as well as facilitating the 
amount of labor that he is enabled to do, 
and these things, too, quite often have 
an important bearing on the animal's 
actions and temper, says Indiana Farm- 
er. A missing harness that produces 
discomfort and punishment to the horse 
at every step is not calculated to inspire 
the best of seivice, nor can it reasonably 
be expected that the horse can take kind- 
ly to his work under such conditions. 
The proper harnessing of all classes of 
horses is most essential, and it is incum- 
bent upon those who attempt to handle 
the reins, and especially over animals of 
high spirit and which aw nervously in- 
clined to possess an intimate knowledge 
of the different parts of the harness 
equipment; how they shall be fitted ; to 
know their uses and be able to take them 
apart and put them together again. 
This practical information would enable 
any one to make needed repairs for a 
temporary bridge over in case of emer- 
gency. 


Workli.g BreediM?,' Marcs. 


On the farm when we were young, one 


or two mar«'b were always a part of the 
working team force, and it was always 
the cnstum after the colt was four or five 
weeks old to set the mares to any light 
and slow work that there was to do. As 
the mares were never hard driven, says 
.-Imm'cim CvUhuior, we then believed, 
and do now, that neither they nor the 
colts were injured thereby. The colt was 
always kept iu a box stall while its dam 
wsia at work, and only allowed to suckle 
at noon when the mare came up for her 
noon feed. At night the udder of the 
mare was partially drained of its milk 
befoie the colt was allotted to suckle 
As the mare would begin to eat clover 
hay, the colt soon learned to do the same, 
and before the colt was ready to be wean- 
ed it had learned that oats were good tor 
the horse kind. 
lOven while the mare 


was bearing the colt, up to within a few 
days of her parturition, she was kept at 
light and slow work, taking cure nevei 
to overwork or overdrive her. The over- 
working of mares while bearing their 
foals is the prenatal cause of so many 
lazy horses. But some woik, at least 
enough for exercise, is necessary to keep 
the mare in good health, which is also 
important to make her bring forth a val- 
uable colt.

Prices Decliniiig~Tlie Good Crop 


Prospects the Chief Beason. 
The Philadelphia Record, ia its com- 


ments upon Trade, reviews the grain 
situation as follows: 


The completion o£ the May deal in 


wheat in the speculative markets baa 
eliminated the moat powerful factor 
which had been recently at work in sup- 
port of extreme prices, and with the re- 
turn to something like more normal 
speculative conditions the markets have 
made readier response to legitimate in- 
fluences in favor of lower values. Old 
crop whett for June delivery is now 
quoted at SI 12i as against $1.75 per 
bushel a week ago for the May option. 
Prices of new crop futures have fallen 7 
to 12S cents per bushel in Chicago and 
41 to 12f cents per bushel in New York, 
cue greater decline having been in July 
deliveries. The pducipal baavish factor 
has been the splendid promise of the 
growing crop, which has encouraged free 
selling in all markets. Indications now 
point; to a yielrt of wheat in tnis country 
considerably in excess of. that of 1897, 
and piobably gieater than that of any 
previous year. The available supply of 
old wheat, however, is very light iu all 
commercial centres; and from all ac- 
counts it would appear that reserve 
stocks in the interior liave been reduced 
to a lower point than those held at the 
corresponding period of any foimer year. 
All foreign markets have sharply declin- 
ed in relleotion of the break in American 
values; but at the reduced price there is 


continued fair demand for export. 


Supplies abroad are low, and there 
every reason to anticipate a Rood demand 
for the new wheat as soon as the harvest 
shall have advanced far enough to ad- 
mit of a free movement of the crop 
Although the general view of the wheat 
pi ice ptospect is still moderately bearish, 
there ia a notable hesitancy to take 
speculative risks on the "short" side ot 
the market for July deliveries, lest the 
croii movement should be delayed. 


Prices of corn are i to i of a cent pe 


busliel higher than they were a week 
ago, 
mainly because crop conditions are 


not fully as satisfactory as they migh 
be. The start of the crop has been de 
layed by unfavorable weather, but the 
situation is not worse than it was a week 
ago, and is not incompatible with abnn 
dant harvest lesnlts if weather influences 
snail be reasonably favorable hereafter 
The shipments of corn from countr; 
points and to Europe havecoutined on 
liberal scale, although exporters have re 
ceived comparatively few new orders 
A lull iu the foreign demand was ex 
pected at this stage of the season; bu 
the prospects are favorable for a renewal 
of activity as soon as foreign markets 
shall have digested the big supplies re- 
cently imported. 
Chicago prices of pork 


have receded 45 cents per barrel, owing 
to speculative realizations, but values of 
lard and libs have been well maintained. 
Exports, both of meats and lard have 
continued to largely exceed the outward 
movement at the corresponding period 
last year. 


Cuba, And Its Value as a Colony. 


His interesting to consider the fxact 


value of the island which this country, 
notwithstanding several offers of pur- 
chase, and iu the face of ultimate des- 
tiny, has officially dfclared it does not 
wish to acquire, and on whose account 
it is now involved in a war that may cost 
many millions. 


To convey a coned impression of tho 


natural and economic conditions of the 
tropical and South African countries und 
their inhabitants, is a diflicult task. We 
judge these neighbors by the standards 
of our own customs and occupations, 
which are those of a different environ- 
ment. The climate, geological structure, 
products of the soil, and configmation of 
these lands—upon which culture depends 
—are so different from our own, and so 
misunderstood, that t approach the sub- 
ject in hand with diffidence. 


We are prone vaguely to class together 


all the peoples and vast countries of the 
American Mediterranean beyond the 
borders of the United States. Yet no- 
where iu the world are so many ex- 
tremes of natural conditions, population, 
and government to be found. In this 
region, as elsewhere, confirmation and 
fertility of soil are the first considera- 
tions that influence productivity ; while 
the quality of political organization con- 
dition the degree of civilization. No- 
where do localities present such con- 
trasts. 
Here are lands which iiave 


grown up through the agency of the 
coial-reef builders, eminences piled up 
by vast volcanic extrusions, high pla- 
teaus, and mountain ridges of the lifted 
and folded sediments of the ocean's 
door, each of which, together with modi- 
fications of altitude and climate, pro- 
duces a soil differing from the others in 
agricultural and economic possibilities. 
The reef-veneered Barbados, the vol- 
canic areas of Central America and the 
Windwatd Islands, and the high, arid 
plateaus of Mexico, respectively, are 
types of these contrasting lands; while 
the Greater Antilles are peculiar combi- 
nations of all. 


There is an impression that the peoples 


of these countries are ei her negro or 
Spanish, and that despotism or anarchy, 
due to the character of the inhabitants 
rather than to environment and adminis- 
tration, are the prevalent political coudi 
tions.' In these heterogeneous concep- 
tions the predominantly Indian popula- 
tion of Mexico, the negroes of Haiti, and 
the white Creoles of the islands are in- 
discriminately considered together. The 
truth is that this region, more than any 
other part of i.he world, presents a re 
markable example of the combined in- 
fluences upon mankind of geography 
race, and government, and is practically 
a great sociological laboratory, where 
rnan> human species are being differen 
tiated.—MK. BOHISRT T. UIL/L in the 
June Forum.
